SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video compact disc (VCD) known as Tied 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The VCD promotes and supports the use of violence and coercion to compel a person 
to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct. It achieves this by focusing on two men 
forcing a woman to engage in sexual conduct with them. While she appears to 
eventually respond in a positive way, this only compounds the negative effect by 
creating the impression that women who are coerced into sexual activity will come to 
enjoy it. 

The VCD meets criteria under s3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, and is therefore deemed to be objectionable. A classification 
of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of expression as set out in 
si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, in relation to this 
publication, the classification is a reasonable limit prescribed by law that can be 
demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
